Thrall is a registere{ Republi- 
can but reported today that he 
has numerous’ friends and sup- 
porters in the Democratic party, 
many of whom have urged him to 
become a candidate and pledged 
him their support, he said, 

LOST LIVES 

All four of Colonel and Mrs. 
Thrall’s sons saw service in World 
War II, two of them losing their 
lives in action, Major. Norman 
Thrall was killed in the invasion 
of the Philippines in January 1945, 
and Lt. Howard Thrall, a fighter- | 
pilot, was shot down over Jugo- 
in March 1945. Robert 
Thrall is now a resident of Upland,

We refer to the record péacetime budget of $39 billion 
tich the President is asking a Republican-controlled Con- 
ess to approve for 1949.

It’s going on ten years now 
since I sat with an aged Greek 
amid the ruins of Delphi, looking 
up the silver slopes of Mount 
Parnassus, while we disclissed the 
ancient glories of his country— 
the “cradle of liberty”. 


We consulted the oracle, too, 
and received comforting personal 
messages. However, while the 
rumblings of the coming Hitler- 
ian war were beginning to be 
heard in the Balkans, the mystic 
voite from the cavern of the earth 
gave us no inkling that within 
a decade Greece would be fight- 
ing for her very life against an 
aggressive communism which 
was yet to develop into a world 
menace, 

Who, indeed, could foresee then 
that red guerrilla forces today 
would be attacking loyal troops 
on Mount Parnassus? Who could 
foresee that Greece’s neighbors— 
Albania, Yugoslavia and Bulgaria 
—would be transformed into Bol- 
shevist satellites of Moscow and 
be supporting the Red _ revolt 
against the Athens government? 

Who could have foreseen then 
that Bolshevism would have be- 
come such a menace to free men 
as was demonstrated two days 
ago in the Bulgarian parliament 
when communist Premier Dimit- 
rov hurled a_ horrible’ threat 
against the nine socialist deputies 
who had dared to criticize the 
government's budget. Speaking 
directly to them, he reminded 
them of the execution of Nikola 
Petkov, the agrarian leader, who 
was convicted of plotting against 
the state and was hanged, de- 
spite vigorous protests by the 
United States and Britain. Said 
Dimitrov: 

“From this rostrum, as you re- 
member, I warned your allies of 
the Nikola Petkov group ten times. 
They did not listen, did not pay 
attention to all warnings which 
were made. They broke their
